Kiederick the Great had the sagacity to 
eciate this principle: and hence bis 
i was distinguished by the confidence 
postd in the honesty ot his people 
and tbe cousequent amplitude of his 

, the law gives to Ihe revenue 
olli ht« power, susceptible of the grossesi 
abuse Backed by the government, par- 
taking of the spirit of the law, and know- 
ing that his superiors always sympathise 
v.ih him aa against tbe tax payer, the 
ax collector becomes mtrusive, inquisi- 
orial^overliearing, insulting and abus- 
ve Meisboui.il by no consideration to 
observe the rules of common res|>ect be- 
ween men of business; he suspects all 
with whom he has to deal, and soon learns 
to parsde his suthority in the most of- 
ensive manner. If a tax payer hits tbe 
'.niraire to r. sent theee uncouth manners 
he is very likely to sutler for his tiiuerity 
u being subjected to some of tbe many 
forms of annoyance which a revenue ofB- 
Saf has it in his power to inflict. Tbia, 
uowever, is the mildest form of abuae of 
the {towers ot the revenue official. He ia 
eni|H>wered to seize goods, take ]uaas<js- 
siou of books and pupers, and to 
c'laae the place of business of the 
lax payer at his discretion. He 
Institutes proceedings uuder such sei 
are- ar his pleasure, and can keep Ihe 
cases in court almost as long aa he de- 
sires; and all this he can do upon bare 
suspicion. If it should prove that the 
tax-psyer thus deslt with is innocent, he 
has no redress for the losses attending the 
-impension of his business. If be is 
guilty, it is very generally found possible 
the penalty of fraud by a dou- 
ceur to the officers. There are few men 
who, in the event of a seizure of their 
papers and property, even though en- 
tirely innocent, would not sooner, snd 
who cannot better afford to pay a hand- 
some sum rfcther than havu their busi- 
ness indefinitely interrupted. The offi* 
•er- understand tbia, and therefore make 
seizures for the purposo of effecting pri- 
vate compromises, the proceeds of which 
go into their own pockets. It ia notori- 
ous thst these exactions upon tbe inno- 
ceut and guilty alike are of daily occur- 
rence. Tbe officers are banded together 
iu this business of mulching, and are too 
well cognizant of each othera ains for the 
wronged tax-payer to hope for any re- 
dress from appeal to higher authority. 

The system is also productive of the 
most gigantic frauds upon tbe treasury. 
Tbe collector having the prerogative of 
taking tbe initiative in proceedings 
agvinst ovasions of the law, baa the 
power to permit frauds. In the whisky 
trade, for instance, tbe distiller finds It 
easy to make arrangements tor the man- 
ufacture of whisky to any extent with- 
out the payment of duty.

millions in this way on this article alone 
tbe proceeds being divided between tbe 
distiller and the revenue officers. Thus 
the very means designed to prevent eva- 
sions of the law encourage fraud on the 
part of the tax-payers, and convert the 
revenue officers into public plunderers. 
The revenue laws have driven nearly 
every hone&i man out of the whisky man- 
ufacture. When whisky sells at much 
below the amount of the tax, it is clear 
that those who pay the i» . cannot con- 
tinue in the business ; and the same rule 
apphea more or less to other heavily tax- 
ed products. 

This condition of affairs implies, first, 
a defective system of imposts. High du- 
ties naturally tempt to an evasion of tbe 
law ; and attempts to evade the law 
naturally result in the bribing of its 
guardians. Were the duties lighter the 
temptations lo dishonesty would be less 
influential ; and it is essential to any w«ll 
regulaletl system that its imposts should 
not be so high as to tempt tax-payer* and 
ollicers to frsud. Evasion of any impost 
is possible, and tbe only way to prevent 
its becoming tu tnal la to fix tbe rate so 
low that the gains of evasion would not 
set off its risks. This principle, how- 
ever, is wholly 'gnored iu some of our 
most prominent branches of revenue,
